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A STARTLING RUMOR ON THE STREETS 


That the Supreme Court Had Affirmed the 
Sentence of the Bomb-Throwers—

Curcaao, September 13.—A rumor that the 
decision of the lower courts in the anarchist 
cases had been affirmed, spread over the city, 
by the police wires, this morning, and caused 
great excitement for half an hour. The crim- 
inal court building and alleys and courts about 
the county jail were suddenly overrun by spe- 
cial squads of police officers, detectives and 


deputy sheriffs, that had been held in readi- 


ness. When the intelligence reached Captain 
Shaack he was in the Chicago avenue police 
court. He proceeded at once to the criminal 
court building, to superintend the disposition 
of the extra guard that will be at once thrown 
around the jail. Jailer Fosse com- 
munieated the report to the condemned 
men who were taking their exercise. Mois- 
ture broke out on the face of Spies, who was 
talking to Miss Van Zandt. He wiped his 
face with a pocket handkerchief and went on 
conversing with Miss Van Zandt. The others 
were not noticeably moved, though the report 
bore, fora moment, the color of authority.

HEARING SHARP'S APPEAL. 
Counsel Given Six How's for Argument-- 
Nothing New Brought Out. 

New York, September 13,—An extraordi- 
nary session of the general term of the su- 
preme court, called to hear the argument upon 
Jacob Sharp’s appeal trom his conviction for 
bribery, reassembled this morning before a 
crowded courtroom. Judge Van Brunt pre- 
sided, tlanked on either side by Judges Daniels, 
Brady and Bartlett. The proceedings were 
opened by Mr. Sticknéy, asking if the court 
would insist that the argument should be con- 
cluded today. 

Judge Van Brent, having conferred with 
his colleagues, announced that the court would 
sit until 5:30 o’clock, allowing six hours for 
argument, which, divided up equally between 
counsel, was considered sufticient. Mr. Ni- 
coll moved tostrike out all that portion of the 
argument relating to the motion to quash the 
indictment because it forms no part of the 
judgment roll according to the act of 18x7. 
**We claim,” said he, “that no part of consti- 
tutional rights of defendant were involved.”’ 

The motion was granted. The question of 
the jurisdiction of the court was waived by 
Mr. Stickney, who stated that he had no in- 
tention to avail himself of that point. 

Mr. Bourke Cochran broadly stated his con- 
victions that the evidence against Sharp upon 
the trial was incompetent and objectionable 
from every iegal point of view, and not enough 
to put the defendant upon his defense; re- 
viewed the case from the beginning, recapitu- 
lating the evidence against Sharp and com- 
menting upon the weight of consideration to 
be given it in determining Sharp’s guilt or in- 
nocence. .Counsel’s siatement practically cov- 
ered the same ground which has been so oiten 
gone over before, adding nothing new.

THE IVES INVESTIGATION. 


The Record Sent Pack to Referee Davis for 
Amendment. 

New Yoru, September 13.—Chief Justice 
Larremore, of the court of common pleas, 
this morning, granted the motion of ex-Con- 
gressman Adams. counsel for Heury 8. Ives & 
Co., tostrike outthe testimony taken in re- 
sponse to questions of Referee Noah Davis. 
The record was sent back to the referee to be 
amended in accordance with this ruling. In 
giving his decision, Justice Larremore said 
that the application for reference was improp- 
erly granted. The sele ptrpose expressed in 
the application for reference was to enable the 
assignee to prepare ‘his sehedtle. By section 
3, the assignor was aHowed twenty days in 
which to file a schedule and inventory of the 
assigned estate. In case of neglect 
on the part of the assignor, the  as- 
signee was allowed ten days further 
time. A delinquent debtor could be taken be- 
fore a judge at any time by the assignee. If a 
debtor neglects to file a schedule, the assignee 
would be entitled to the order. There was 
nothing in the case from which the intention 
of assignors to omit filing the schedule could 
be inferred. The application should have 
been heard before a judge and not before the 
referee. The section under which the refer- 
ence was held was designed solely for the pur- 
pose of taking depositions. The application

Great Damage Done to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 


Tucson, Ari., September 13.—The extent of 
the destruction to the railroad is much greager 
than at first supposed. It extends at intervals 
from Colorado river to Dragoon mountains 
east of Benson. One fill, fifty feet high, on 
the Dragoon grade, washed out eight miles, 
and the washed out places between Censor and 
Tucson will take three weeks to repair so that 
trains can pass over. Eastern passengers tied 
up here will be transferred overland by coaches 
today. . No trains from the east or west have 
arrived since Thursday night. Two hundred 
men are working in Cienega, and 130 at Dra- 
goons. Two hundred went west on the wreck- 
ing train yesterday, and at 9 o’clock last even- 
ing had mastered the road west of Maricapa. 
A gang of 150 from Yuma last night got . 
tween Texas Hill and Sentinel, where they cx- 
pect to meet another gang early tomorrow from 
the west. The present is the most destructive 
washout ever suffered by the Southern Pacific, 
and it will cost not less than $200,000 to repair 
the damage. A through wire tothe east was 
connected today. Heavy rains yesterday ex- 


*tended to Sonora, where five miles of the track 


and three bridges were washed outon the 
Sonora road. The streets of Tucson are flooded 
with perishable freight for the eastern market. 
A large quantity was sold by the railroad com- 
pany. 


THE RACE DECLARED OFF. 


The Wind Dies Out and the Yachts Cannot 
Sail. 

Sanpy Hook, September 13.—12:15 p. m.— 
The wind has shifted to the east and the two 
racers are on pretty even terms, with the May- 
flower to the windward. The wind is fast dy- 
ing out. Both boats are now close-hauled on 
the reach for Sandy Hook. 

New York, September 13.—The wind died 
out entirely by three o'clock, and it became 
apparent that the yachts could not sail the 
course, so the race was declared off for the day. 
The wind was light at the start and grew weak- 
er as the day wore on. The Volunteer rounded 
the outer buoy of the course eight minutes 
ahead of the Mayflower. It was then raining 
hard, with the wind eastward and blowing one 
mile per hour. Time 1:26-3. The yachts then 
drifted with the tide. The interest taken in 
the race was almost phenomenal, and it would 
appear that every sailing craft in and about 
New York harbor had been hired, stolen or 
borrowed, for the occasion. The Thistle fol- 
lowed the racers down the bay, and although 
dragging the usual small boat, she seemed to 
have great difliculty in keeping behind the 
racers. She pursued a zigzag course and show- 
ed beyond al] doubt that in light winds she is 
a wonderful craft, for even with her split-head 
sails, instead of big balloon jibs of straps, she 
continued to forge ahead. 


HOW HE WORKED IT. 


The Bookkeeper of a Bank Spends $18,000 
on Wall Street. 

Troy, N. Y., September 13.—The people of 
Glens Falls never were so shocked as when the 
news of the embezzlement of $18,000 by Char- 
les B. Ide, a bookeeper of the First National 
bank, was announced. Ide’s method was when 
a draft amounting ‘to $1,000, or thereabouts, 
was given by some large customer of the bank 
to make a duplicate entry on the stub and 
make the draft pavable to his brokers. He 
would charge the amount of the draft to the 
customer on thé day book and makea posting 
mark, but would never post the amount in the 
ledger. In this manner, and by forcing bal- 
ances, he covered his work for years. Ide, in 
his confession, said that the whole amount had 
been lost in Wall street. Itis stated on good 
authority that no effort will be made to prose- 
cute Ide, and that partial restitution will be 
made by his relatives.

THE LAST DEBATE.’ 


Parliament to be Prorogued This 


Week. 
THE MITCHELLSTOWN RIOT DISCUSSED 


Irish Members Ask*for an Inquiry into the 
Affair—Other Foreign News of 
General Interest, Etc. 


Lonpon, September 13.—During the dis 
cussion in the house of commons last night on 
amendments made in the house of lords to 
the coal mines bill, Mr. Graham, (advanced 
liberal,) member for Lankshire was suspended 
for refusing to apologize for derogatory refer- 
ence to the house of lords. 

Edward Harrington, (nationalist,) member 
for West Kerry, was suspended during last 
night’s sitting. The house at the time was 
considering the amendments made by the 
house of lords to the truck bill in reference to 
the weekly payment of wages in Ireland. Mr. 
Harrington, after being warned for utterances 
during the debate, was ordered by the speaker 
to resume his sest. He replied passionately ; 
‘‘T will not resume my seat. You have been 
watching to pounce upon me ever since I rose. 
I claim my right to speak.” 

Mr. Harrington was thereupon suspended 
and retired from the house amid cheer by the 


Parnellite members. 

When Mr. Graham fiirst assailed the house 
of lords during the proceedings in the house of 
commons last night, he was sternly rebuked by 
the speaker, but Mr. Graham again attacked 
the upper honse for daring, as he said, to dic- 
tate to men elected by the people. The speak- 
er demanded an apology from Mr. Graham for 
this direct disregard of his authority. Mr. 
Graham, in response, said: 

“T regret this matter, but in conscience I 
cannot apologize.”’ 

The speaker thereupon named him. Mr. 
Graham assured the speaker that he had no 
intention of being rude to him, but the speak- 
er interrupted him and abruptly declined to 
accept a personal apology. 

After Mr. Harrington had been called to or- 
der and had made an angry reply to the speak- 
er’s ‘warning, the latter with quiet dignity 
said : 

‘Mr. Harrington, I name you.”’ 

W.H-. Smith, government leader, immedi- 
ately moved that Mr. Harrington be sus- 
pended. ! ; 

The motion was greeted with ironical laugh- 
ter by the Parnellites, and cries of “Hear, 
hear, the bookseller,’’ refering}to Smith’s pro- 
prietorship of Nurse bookstalls in London. 

Mr. Harrington withdrew from the house 
during the division on Mr. Smith’s motion. | 

Ww. Henry Smith, replying to the question 
in the house of commons today, said the atten- 
tion of the government had been called to the 
statement contained in the Dublin Weekly 
News to the effect that it would continue to 
publish reports‘of meetings of such branches 
of the Irish nationa] league as the government 
might order suppressed to show the futility of 
the government’s attacks on the league. The 
paper, Mr. Smith said, belonged to the lord 
mayor of Dublin, and T. D. Sullivan, who was 
also a member of the house of commons and a 
justice of the peace for Dublin. Nevertheless, 
if any of the threatened publications was made 
the government would take steps to vindicate 
the law. Mote, of “‘hear, hear.’’ | 

John Phillip Nolan, (home ruler) member 
for North Galway, asked if it was true that 
Mr. O’Brien was confined ina cell nine by 
four feet, andif Mr. Balfour meant to order 
reasonable accommodations for the prisoner. 

Mr. Balfour said he hadSno knowledge re- 
specting the nature of the cell. Of course, he 
added, it was his desire that Mr. O’Brien 
should be comfortably confined, and the 
prison rules provided that untried prisoners 
shall have reasonable accommodation. 

Mr, Nolan said he hoped the government 
would relax the prison rules applicable to po- 
litical offenders in Ireland, and especially 
urged a modification of the degrading duties 
enforced on common criminals. 

John Dillon said that it was manifest that 
the government had power fo inflict personal 
punishment upon their political opponents, 6s- 


~ peciaily upon members of the Irish party who, 


therefore, had the right to demand security 
that they would not be treated like pickpockets. 
His own experience as @ political prisoner in 
Ireland was that the fogd was meted on a 
starvation system in Irish Jails. If Mr. O’Brien 
was confined in an ordinary cell it was cruel, 
seeing that he was in delicate health. 

- He (Dillon) was convinced that the people 
of England would not stand a continuance of 
the treatment the government gave political 
prisoners. If the government persisted in this 
course they would arouse a storm of hate they 
would find difficult to quell. 

Mr. Balfour said he was unable tosee that 
the offense of persons arrested under thecrimes 
act differed from the offenses under ordinary 
law, and the alteration inthe treatment of 
prisoners ought to be applied after due inquiry. 
All prisoners should be treated alike regarding 
prison discipline. He had difficulty in recon- 
ciling the statements now made with the lan- 
guage formerly used by the Irish members to 
the effect that if the crimes act were enforced 
the bulk of prisoners put in jail under its pro- 
visions would be better off than 
they were outside. He was unable 
to conceive how Irish members could make 
any distinction between the prison treatment 
of persons under arrest for inciting the people 
to crime and outrages, and that given to those 
under arrest for committing crime and out- 
rages. Mr. O’Brien had only himself to thank 
for being now in custody. If he had appeared 
in courtat Mitchellstown to answer the sum- 
mons commanding him to appear there and 
answer the charges against him, even if con- 
victed, he might have remained at large prior 
to the adjudication of an appeal. [Conserva- 
tive Cheers. | fe 

John Morley, liberal, said the action of Irish 
members was due to the nature of the e@xcep- 
tional law forced on the people of their coun- 
try, the consequences of which the govern- 
ment had been amply warned of. In no for- 
eign country were political offenders subjected 
to the harsh discipline applied to political 

yrisoners in Ireland. [Cries of “shear, hear.’’] 

Vhat the governmeut had already- done, 
showed that it was their intention to rule Ire- 
land during the receas in the most rigorous 
manner possible under the coercion act. He 
urged that the government reconsider their re- 
fusal to grant an inquiry into the conduct of 
the police at Mitchellstown. If the govern- 
ment would not -concede a committee of 
parliament tomake inquiry, it was at least 
desirable that an official investigation should 
be made to satisfy the public mind. The gov- 
ernment ought also to issue special cautions to 
the police against the use of firearms, except 
in the last extremeties. 

Mr. Labouchere denounced te police ac- 
count of the Mitchellstown affray a8 a gross 
and impradent issue fof lies, and he charac- 
terized the men who issued the account as 
liars as well as murderers. He demanded an 
impartial inquiry into the outrages. 

Mr. Parnell said that nothing reflected more 
discredit on the government than the yersonal 
treatment of political prisoners, The late Mr. 
Forster treated his prisoners with distinguished 
humanity. Now the government tried to 
strike terror into the hearts of their opponents 
by treating the prisoners like criminals of base 
type. Referring to the Mitchelistown affair, 
Mr. Parnell declared that no government re- 
porters were ever inolested atany of the thous- 
ands of meetings which had been held by the 
Irish National league in Ireland. The meet- 
ing at Mitchellstown was equa? open to these 
reporters. The police acted like cowards, and 
wére a part of the system which was @ reign of 
terror within the prison, and one of murder 
outside.

THE KILLING OF WHELEHAN. 


Account of the Fight Between the Moon- 
lighters and Constables. 

Dustin, September 13.—Details of the mur- 
der of Constable Whelehan, by the moonlight- 
ers at Lisdoonvarna on Sunday night, reached 
this city today. The police had learned that a 
party of moonlighters would visit the house of 
@® farmer named Soden, and made arran 
ments for their capture, and Constable Whele- 
han, accompanied bya dozen other officers, 
proceeded to the place designated. Five 
of the force were placed in Sexton’s house 
and others in a shed near by, 
while WhélehanJhimself, remained as senti- 
nel in front of the house. When the moon- 
lighters appeared on the scene, the door of the 
house was opened and three of them rushed in 
with loaded rifles in their hands. They were 
in the act of searching Sexton when the po- 
lice, secreted in an adjoining room, rushed 
out and a fierce encounter ensued. Two 
moonlighters, who, among others, had been 
left outside, now tried to make their escape, 
but the police placed in the shed prevented this, 
and drove them into the house. While the 
fight was proceeding in the house, two other 
outlaws attacked Constable Whelehan on the 
outside. Policeman Connell ran to Whele- 
han’s assistance,but was immediately knocked 
down by a blow from a clubbed rifle, and ren- 
dered insensible. Whelehan was quickly dis- 
patched and this body, with a loaded revolver 
lying alongside, was afterwards found some 
distance from the scene of the murder, and re- 
moved to Sexton’s house. Connell was also 
carried to the house, and, at 
last «accounts was recovering. Whele- 
han was a highly esteemed officer. 
He had been twenty-two years in the service. 
He was detailed to attend the prince of Wales 
during the latter’s visit to Ireland. The 
prince then presented him’with a souvenir in 
the shape of a gold pencil case. Two of the 
moonlighters taken into custody are sons of 
well-to-do farmers and the others are laborers. 
All of them, ten in number, were taken to 
Galway and placed in jail tonight. A crowd 
had assembled on their arrival but no sym- 
pathy was manifested for them. It is stated 
that the leader in the attack on Whelehan has 
turned queen’s evidence.

Meeting of the Nationalists in Bulgaria— 
The Prince Cheered. 


Soria, September 13.—A meeting of the 
nationalist party was held yesterday, 800 per- 
sons being present. Addresses were made by 
political leaders. After the meeting a proces- 
sion was formed, which was subsequently aug- 
mented to 2,000 persons. They marched to the

DEATH IN THE WELL. 


Horrible Fate of TwoNegro Well- 
Diggers. 


OVERCOME WITH POISONOUS GAS. 


A Sensation in Greensboro, Alabama—Kes- 
cue of the Bodies from the Well—Other 
Casualties of Vesterday. 


GREENSBORO, Ala., September 13.--Lewis 
and Jack Bates, two negro brothers, met hor- 
rible deaths this morning while cleaning out a 
wellon Simon Taylor's place, three miles 
north of this town. Lewis, while digging in 
the well, suddenly cried out to his brother, 
then at the windlass, to draw him up, exclaim- 
ing in a gurgling voice: ‘I am chokin’, chok- 
in’; Iam dyin’, dyin’.”” Jack and others be- 
gan atonce to haulhim from the well, but 
when half way out his hold gave way, owing 
to his weakness caused by suffocation, and he 
fell back to the bottom, dying with groanings 
and stifled mutterings. 

Jack, alarmed, rapidly descended into the 
well to rescue his brother, and when he reach- 
ed the gas, he likewise met the horrible death 
of being choked by the deathly gas. The oth- 
er negroes working at and near the well, be- 
came so terribly frightened that they ran 
away, leaving the corpses of the two brothers 
piled together in a gaseous and partly watery 
grave. After some hours the bodies were drag- 
ged from the well by means of iron hooks, 
and the scene as presented was horrible beyond 
description. 

The eyeballs of the dead negroes had nearly 
burst from their sockets. Both bodies were 
swelled almost beyond recognition. Expres- 
sions ‘of awful suffering was pictured upon 
both faces. The muscles were badly drawn, 
and all in all, the corpses were a sight most 
horrible to look at. Both negroes were speed- 
ily buried and various are the conjectures of 
superstitious;negroes as to the cause of the sud- 
den and mysterious killing of the negro broth- 
ers.

THE AUGUSTA AND KNOXVILLE TRAIN 


While Crowing the Canal Planges Into itv 
and Cars Pile Vion Fach Other in 
Wreck d Confusion. 

Avavusta, Ga., September 13.—[Special.}— 
"The biggest railroad accident ever recorded im 
this commnanity, occurred about half past 
eight o'clock this morning. Nine Gis now lie 
piled upon one another in the canal. 

A freight and passenger train on the Angus 
4a and Knoxvi'lle road leaves here at 5 o'clock 
4n the morning. Just as the engine run on the 
bridge, the car bebind it ran off, and the en- 
gineer feit the bridge giving way under him 
He quickly threw open the throttle and the 
Mammoth machine bounded across, dragging 
‘the derailed car with it- The others were not 
so fortunate, for the bridge fell, and as (tac 
go nine heavily laden freight cars piunged into 
the waters of the canal. There were near'y 
twenty cars in the train, and but for the fa 
of the narrowness of the canai at that 

wint, the others would have received the same 
te asthe nine foremost cars. They wer 
gtopped by the blockade in their path. The 
gine that fell into the canal were crushed inte 
atoms, and the whole surface of the water for 
undreds of yards was one mass of floating 
ight of every kind and description. Fortun- 
ately no one was injured in the least, although 
here were several narrow escapes. Next 
that of the engineer and fireman, probably was 
the escape of the city chaingang, which was 
passing under tbe bridge at the time of the 
cident. They were on their way tothe rock- 
beds near the locks, and when they heard 
bridge commence to break, they all jumped ' 
the bank and mn for their lives. No one wae 
hurt, although they were hardly missed 
a yard by the falling cars. Superintendent 
Starr and the construction train arrived on the 
acene shortly after the accident, and have been 
engaged all day in removing the debris and 
working on erecttng a new bridge. The 
bridge will be completed in two days, when 
trains will run on schedule time. Passengers 
ere now being transferred.

“INTO THE CULE. 


Nineteen Cars Smashed in a 
Railroad Wreck. 


THE AUGUSTA AND KNOXVILLE TRAIN 


While Crossing the Canal Plunges Into it» 
and Cars Pile Uyon Each Other in 
Wreck d Confusion. 

Aveusta, Ga., September 13.—[Special.]— 
The biggest railroad accident ever recorded in 
this commanity, occurred about half past 
eicht o'clock this morning. Nine 68s how lie 
piled upon one another in the eanal. 

\ freight and passenger train on the Angus- 
fa and Knoxville road leaves here at 5 o'clock 
in the morning. Just as the engine rnun on the 
bridge, the car behind it ran off, and the en- 
gi eor felt the bridge giving way wader him. 
He ouickly threw open the throttle and the 
Mammoth machine bounded across, dragging 
the derailed car with it. The others were not 
so fortunate, for the bridge fell, and as it did 
eo nine heavily leden freight cars plunged into 
¢he waters of the canal. There were nearly 
¢wenty cars inthe train, and but for the fact 
of the narrowness of the canal at that 
point, the others would have received the same 
fate as the nine foremost cars. They were 
stopped by the blockade in their path. The 
sine that fell into the canal were crushed into 
atoms. and the whole surface of the water for 
}iundreds of yards was one mass of floating 
freight of every kind and description. Fortun- 
ately no one was injured in the least, although 
there were several narrow escapes. Next to 
that of the engineer and fireman, probably was 
the escape of the city chaingang, which was 
passing under tbe bridge at the time of the ac 
cident. They were on their way tothe rock- 
beds near the locks, and when they heard the 
bridve commence to break, they all jumped to 
the bank and ran for their lives. No one was 
hurt, although they were hardly missed 
avard by the falling cars. Superintendent 
Starr and the construction train arrived on the 
scene shortly after the accident, and have been 
engaged all day in removing the debris and 
working on erecttng a new bridge. The 
bridge will be completed in two days, when 
trains will run on schedule time. Passengers 
ere now being transferred.

A Most Praiseworthy Organiza- 
tion in Macon. 


THE NEED OF A CITY HOSPITAL. 


*The Work of Half a Yeir—A Bloody Fight 
—A Hoggish Transaction—A Remark- 
able Case—Other Notes. 


Macon, Ga., September 13.—[ Special. }—One 
ofthe most praiseworthy organizations ever 
established in Macon is the ‘‘Union Society of 
Organized Charities,’’ a benevolent association 
that held its general session yesterday in-the 
old Cotton States Life Insurance office. 

The history of the movement may be told in 
a few sentences. For a long time cerfain 
benevolent people have kept a regular list of 
pensioners to whom they gave as much as they 
were able at every call upon their bounty. 

Besides these there were numerous beggars 
and persons in indigent circumstances who 
often suffered before they would appeal to the 
generosity of their fellows. 

Then when the big floods or hard freezes 
would come there was much suffering among 
the general poor and afflicted of the city. 

A FEW KIND HEARTS 
took cognizance of these things, and on Feb- 
ruary 14th, St. Valentine’s Day, 1887, they 
met by appointment, to consider the question: 
Their deliberations resulted in an organiza- 
tion of the few movers of the scheme into a 
regular society bearing the above name. 

Mrs. E. J. Lester, a truly christian 
hearted lady was made secretary, and 


her efforts to relieve the wants of all persons 
in need who applied for assistence; or to whose 
needy condition her attention was called. 
MANY A SORROWING SOUL 

has been gladdened by her visitations, many a 
cheerless heart has been brightened, and many 
a hungry mouth has been fed by her unosten- 
tatious bounty. 

The society begah operations with no visible 
income = the annual dues, of three dol- 
lars, assessed on each member. The societ 
was sinall, but it was increased slowly, until 
now there are one hundred and twenty-seven 
members, all in full sympathy with the noble 
movement. 

At the meeting yesterday the books of the 
society were carefully overhauled, the reports 
read, and following is

This is a very gratifying showing, as many 
were relieved who would have suffered a great 
deal but for the existence of this society. It 
will be seen by the report, that just about sixty 
dollars se month have been expended and the 
society has managed to keep on hand about 
fifty dollars every month. 

THE WORKING METHODS 

of the organization are based on strictly busi- 
ness principles. Stub books of receipts and 
disbursements are carefully and accurately 
kept, and where supplies of provisions, fuel 
and other necessities are required, lists of ar- 
ticles purchased are kept on file. Nothing is 
expended recklessly. 

Blanks are sent out to the members on 
which requests may be sent to the agent’s of- 
fice for aid for any particular case of distress. 
These blanks announce that “none but annual 
contributors have a right to send.” Then 
follows: 

The undersigned, a member, requests the agent to 
investigate aud assist, if found worthy, the case

THE BROAD LIBERALITY 
of the society will be seen by the above. It is 
free from sectarian influences or every other 
influence that might set up a barrier to its ex- 
tensive influence, 

For some time Mrs. Lester and other mem- 
bers have been considering the practicability of 
establishing a hospital that would bea hospital 
and not a poor house. The Roff home, were 
it other than a pauper home, is too remotely 
situated, being two miles from the courthouse, 
to be easily reached by the society’s influence. 
Most people who are not thoroughly degraded 
or totally depraved, prefer to suffer a vast 
amount of mental agony and physical misery, 
to applying at the gates of the poor house, 
where they have the one simple hope of shel- 
ter, food and _ clothing, while they 

SIT AND WAIT 
for death, which often comes tardily to those 
who are only waiting. 

Such as these who are ill or suffering might 
find relief, comfort and hope of deliverance, 
with tender nursing and nourishing food, in a 
hospital properly established, and supported 
in the city. 

Many people, able to pay for such treatment, 
would gotothe hospital on account of its su- 
perior facilties for healing, and restoring to 
life, when misfortunes overtook them. 

While the begining must necessarily be 
small. yet the establishment is to be run on 
no cheap John plan, butrun as they are in 
northern cities where the .wealthy and refined 
seek comfort and restoration within their 
peacefal precincts. 

Mr. T. Skelton Jones offered a resolution 
yesterday evening that each member of the 
society canvass the city and see what could be 
accomplished in the way of raising funds, and 
that they report results at the next meeting. 

HE HEADED THE LIST 

witha generous subscription, provided the 
movement is successful. Every effort will be 
made to start the establishment, and once 
started it will never be abandoned. The doc- 
tors have promised to do all in their power to 
further the movement, as they see the neces- 
sity of a city hospital, conveniently located and 
well managed. 

Should the movement prove successful, it 
will result in the uprearing of a monument that 
will never be overshadowed, and future genera- 
tions will remember these benevolent people 
only to bless them.

Miss Sarah Dodge, of Gardner, a surbur- 
ban town near Chicago, is a shrewd wo-

Colonel Babeock, of Chicago, is a wealthy 
bachelor who has been courting Miss Dodge 
for sometime past.

Greedy England. 

-England has set covetous eyes on several | 


desirable portions of this hemisphere. She 
has already taken possession of about all | 
she can get of the other half of the world. | 
The first step in the usual British process of 
obtaining new territory has been taken in 
Peru. English speculators claim a huge 
debt from the government, and are appeal- 
ing to England to enforce its payment. The 
security for this debt was a mortgage on the 
Peruvian guano beds. Chili appropriated 
these as the spoils of victory. The Eng- 


equipped and pugnacious a power as Chili, 
but their plan is to confiscate the custom 
houses of Peru as a satisfaction of their 
Glattu. The success of this scheme would 
involve the occupation of Peru by the Eng- 
lish, and the establishment of a British 
dominion in South America. 

But another English enterprise which is 
of much more interest to us relates to the 
Sandwich islands. In its desperate endeay- 
ore to make both ends meet, the Hawaiian 
government borrowed about two million 
pounds sterling from English capitalists. 
The high rate of interest charged for this 
loan proves that it was based on sliaky se- 
eurity, and was largely speculative. 

It turns out that the government cannot 
pay this or any other debt, for the conclu- 
sive reason that it has notthe money. The 
English speculators have set up a ery of re- 
pudiation, and have appealed to their con- 
sul at Hawaii to prevent the perpetration of 
the impending fraud. 

The consul talks sternly and insists that | 
the money must be paid. He threatens to | 
foree the payment at the mouth of English 

, and a rumor declares that several 
English men-of-war are now on their way to 
back up the consul. 

This prank of the British government is 
entirely too near our coast to be regarded by 
us with indifference.

From time to time announcements are 
made of the discovery of new cures for the 
various diseases which afflict mankind. 
With a <ommendable disposition to look on 
the bright side and hope for the best, there 
are always to be found ill-advised persons 
who lose no time in rttshing into print 
with the statement that the new remedies 
are certain to effect a permanent cure. 

Recently when Dr. Bergeon made the al- 
leged discovery that consumption could be 
cured by the administration of carbonic 
acid gas, sensational accounts of the new 
treatment were circulated everywhere. 
Hundreds of dying men and women trav- 
elled to distant cities to make a trial of the 
remedy. In Philadelphia the physicians 
devoted special attention to the Bergeon 
method, and patients flocked in from every 
part of the country. 

It is unpleasant to disappoint the hopes 
of a multitude of people, but the truth 
cannot and ought not to be kept back. The 
Philadelphia physicians say that there is 
practically nothing in the French doctor’s 
treatment. It may sometimes afford com- 
fort and relief, but it is not likely to cure 
a well-defined case of consumption. 

So Bergeon’s wonderful discovery will 
have to take its place along with Pasteur’s 
famous remedy for hydrophobia. Like 
Pasteur, Bergeon will still have his sup- 
porters, but the general verdict will be 
against him. This is sad from some points 
of view, but it was not intended that men 
should come off victorious in every contest 
With disease. Science at best makes a very 
feeble fight against death,

A Letter From General “Tige”’ Anderson, 

TuscaLoosa, Ala., September 13, 1887.—Ed- 
itors Constitution; An aversion to appearing in pub- 
lic print and a desire to avoid the appearance of 
blowing my own horn has deterred me from cor- 
recting several errors that I have seen in the papers 
of the day, but 4 feel that a duty to my old’ brigade 
torbids further silence, 

Some time since I received an article cut, I think, 
from a Savannah paper, claiming for General G. M. 
8 >rrel (at the time adjntant general of Longstreet's 
corps) the credit of commanding the troops that 
turned Grant's left flank at the Wilderness, May 6, 
1864. I d@» not believe that General Sorrel ever gave 
authority for any such statement. 

Again, in your issue Sunday ConstiTUTION of Au- 
gust 28h, I find '@ wrt of the reunion of the 
Eighteenth Georgia regiment at Acworth, in which 
it is stated that Wofford was on the right of the 
corps (Longstreet’+) and the army. 

“At this juncture Wofford discovered a chance to 
flank the enemy and applied for permission to make 
acharge. It wasgranted. It was royally made. 
Wofford carried his brigade like a storm, sweeping 
everything before it, literally uncovering Long- 
street's front.” 

There is also an extract from a letter from Major 
J. M. Gaggin, of Austin, Tex., in which he says: 
“Hood's division went into battle on the left and 
Kershaw’s on the right. When General Wofford 
reached the field be immediately proposed to me to 
turn the énemy’s left. I started at once to find Gen- 
eral Kershaw, but meeting General Longstreet, and 
telling him what General Wofford, hadfsaid, he or- 
cered the movement to be made, at the same time 
directing General Anderson (Tige) to support Gen- 
eral Wofford.”’ 

I know nothing of what General Wofford proposed, 
and would not detract one word from his well earn- 
ed reputftion, for he wasa brave, gallant officer— 
always prompt in the discharge of every duty—but 
I have a very clear recollection that my brigade was 
a more important factor in this movement than it 
has received credit for in the above extracts. 

Longstreet, with the two divisions from East Ten- 
nessee, arrived on the ground after a foreed march, 
about or a little after sunrise. On reaching the 
plank road‘being at the head of Hood's divison (the 
gallant Brigadier General Jenkins commanding) I 
found part of the other division has passed. 

I asked the brigade commander of the brigade I 
first met to move his command to the left side of 
the road, so we could all get to the wilderness soon 
as possible, remarking that General Lee wanted us. 

Thus in two columns the command arrived on the 
field. I was ordered to take position on the right of 
the plank road and checked the advance of the ene- 
my. I was soon thereafter ordered by Colonel 
Sorrell, A. A. G., to move some distance to the right 
which I did,and soon received another and another 
order to move to right until I was some three-fourths 
of a.mile or more from the plank road, with Gen- 
eral W offord with his brigade on my left. In this 
position my brigade was the right of the corps and 
the army. Soon Colonel Sorrell again came to me 
with orders from General Longstreet, that with my 
brigade and General Wofford, I should turn Grant's 
left flank. As senior officer, I at once placed the 
two brigades in position for the movement, and to- 

gether we charged Longstreet’s front. On reaching 
the plank road, Isaw that our point was on my 
right flank, and directed General Wofford to change 
front, forward on his right, while I changed front to 
rear on my left, the plank road dividing the brig- 


ades, and was” pressing forward to the 
Brock road, which it was our object 
to secure, when General Longstreet was 


very severely wounded and General Jenkins killed, 
and we were ordered to halt io increase our strength 
by placing troops on our right and left. This caus- 
ed a fatal delay for as scon as we halted, the enemy 
rallied and received heavy reinforcements so that 
when we didcharge them we failed to-carry their 
works. I lefta number of my menin the ditch in 
front of their works, and had we not been halted as 
above cescribed, I am satisfied that in five to ten 
minutes, we would have secured the Broock road and 
compelled Grant to retreat. A’‘ter the halt above 
spoken of was ordered, 1 saw no more of General 
Wofford, as we were then under command of a 
common superior, 

Thisis an imperfect statement, but gives the 
main facts of the part taken in this terrible engace 
ment by my brigade, and I feel constrained to say 
this much in behalf of my old comrades, and were 
the lamented Wofford alive, I know he would cén- 
firm what I have said.

A New York man who stands high in finan- 
clal circles is just back from a trip through the tn- 
dustrial sections of the south. He is one of an army 
of New Yorkers who have backed up their faith in 
the ‘new south’’ by investing largely in lanc@ here 
and in fron furnaces and shops. His trip was 
prompted largely by dismal reports that were dis 
tributed here as to set-hacks suffered by the striving 
southern enterprises; he wanted to see p2rson- 
ally just how much truth there was in the circulat- 
ing tales that had seared a gcol many others who, 
like himself, had vested interests in Dixie. 

“I was told,” he said yesterday, “that such a state 
of dullness had overtaken everything in the south 
that all strides forward had been more than offset. 
Money invested in southern 1 rojects, it was insisied, 
was justso much sunk—lost altogether. And I 
went down into Tennessee, Georgia and Alabama 
expecting to find pretty much everything ata stand. 
still and the people generally deep in the dumps, 
I didn't find any such condition, There is no back- 
ward tendeney anywhere. No people were ever 
more hopeful, Everybody is confident of the fu- 
ture, and with no fault to find of the present. 

“It has been my custom for years,” he went on, 
“to make a trip south at least semiannually. Never 
before have I seen such widespread tokens of pros- 
perity as are noticeable in every community. If all 
the south's progress and commercial life, however, 
were held to be centred in thé sale of corner lots 
there perhaps the south has retrograded somew hat, 
There is less to be seen of the obtrusive real estate 
agent than hitherto, But it isa queer sort of a busi- 
ness man, I take, it, who can discover in this fact 
any Symptoms of weakness. ‘Booming’ isn’t what 
the south has wanted most; boomers are not what 
the South's best friends have wanted to invest her 
with, What those friends have sought for her shs 
maintains, New factories are opening, new eapital 
IS Invested‘ immigrants of the best character have 
come to the towns where business is. Crcakers who 
are talking COwn the south take big chances on pub- 
lie credulity. 

“My trip took me, among other places, to Knox- 
ville, Chattanooga, Rome, Atlanta, M ntgonery; 
Anniston, Birmirgham, and Decatur. I: the Ten- 
hessee Cities, instead of a halt in industrial and 
commercial progress, there is marked advance- 
ment, Right through midsummer the investing of 
capital in new enterprises has gone 01 not only 
without interruption, but ata marvelous pace, At 
Anniston some fresh enterprise of consequence has 
marked the advent of each successive week. Birm- 
ingham has lost much of the wild hullaballoo of 
her real estate agency period, but for each corner 
lot boomer lost two strong conservative business 
men bave,been substituted. Montgomery has given 
up not one whit of her alertness. Decatur main- 
tains all the vim and go-aheadativeness that Major 
Gordon and Judge Bond baptized her with. Dissat- 
isfaction, disappointmedt, hesitation, or doubt as to 
the future can be found nowhere. 

“The southern people are on the eve now of col- 
lecting pay for the biggest cotton crop that they 
have ever raised. There are fewer debts in the 
south today than at any time since the war. There 
is more popular confidence than has been known. I 
tell you the people are going to have fatter purses 
this fall than Dix’e ever hitherto has dreamed of. 
Instead of backward steps the new scuth is just tak- 
ing on the full strength of its development. And 
this money, made in the south, is going to be spent 
in thesouth. There is coming @ hoom (if that. word 
be taken in its broadest sénse} which is going to be 
immeasurably greater and mighticr than any and 
all that have preceded it.” 

These assertions from this New Yorker are in pre- 
cisely the same spirit of statements made ly promi- 
nent southenres who are now north. All agree that 
the new south has ali its vitality, push and enter- 
prise well in hand, unimpaired and ready fora 
bigger boom than ever as soon as the cot- 
ton crop begins to make cash returns, 

One gentleman who his given much thoughtful 
attention to recent southern progress—he is a mem- 
ber of the New York stcck exchange and is an in- 
vestor in various southern enterprises—makes a 
statement of general interest by saying that one of 
the chief opportunities in the south now is for the 
mechanic. He doesn’t mean only for the worker in 
iron and the like that pig iron furnaces and foun- 
dries must employ, but the artisan in every branch. 
In towns like Anniston and Decatur, in Alabama, as 
in Chattanooga, K'irmingham and elsewhere, there 
is a daily increasing demand for the skilled me- 
chanic.- Carpenters, bricklayers, plasterers, and the 
like can command as good wages in these prosper- 
ous southern. places as they are able to obtain in 
New York, while the cost df good living is not much 
more than half as costly. In all of the industrial 
towns of the south houses are rented far fas'er thau

There was introduced in the senate vester 
day by Mr. Northcutt, the senator from the 
Atlanta district, a bill that provides for the 
replacing of county records stolen, lost or White 
tilated, when duplicate copies of the same > 
ist in the possession of a person or persons, | 

THE OBJECT OF THE BILL. 

The bill was no doubt introduced especially 
for the purpose of enabling the county author. 
ities of Fulton county to replace the recordg 
that were lost or stolen a few years ago. The 
bill is carefully and ably drawn and is intended 
to meet every case that may arise of its kind, 
It is general in its operation and has reference 
io every other county in the state as well as 
Fulton.

THE TITLE OF THE BILL. 

The title of the billis long and fully exe 

plains its object. It is called 

A BILL 

To be entitled an act to preseribe a remedy for supe 
plying the defects and inconvemences arising fro 
the loss or mutilation of any of the records of any 
court of record in this state where substantial eo: ies 
thereofexist, by providing for procuri nw copies 
therefrom and making such copiesor certified trans. 
cripts competent evidence in the courts of this stare 
aud for other purposes. si 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, that where any of the rv Cored 
of any of the courts of record, or any of the recordig 
affecting titles to real estate in any county in thig 
state have been or may be lost, stolen or mutilated 
and substantial copies thereof are said to exist, the 
county (Ommissioners or if there be no county -om. 
missioners, the ater ed | of such county, shal! have 
the right to determine from the best information ac 
cessibie, whether said copies are substantially emr. 
rect, and if so, shall an order to that effect, and 
shall then proceed to have copies or duplicates 
made from said copies, and placed in the otice of 
the clerk of the superior court of said county for the 
benefit of the public; provided, that such ¢ommes. 
sioner or ordinary shail pay from the county finde 
to the owner or owners of said substantial conics at 
the rate of fifteen cents per hundred words for ss d 
copies or duplicates, | 

THE COMPENSATION STATED. : 

The act specifies that 15 cents per hundred 

words shall be _ for all documents pur- 
chased by the ordinary or county commission- 
ers. This isthe legal rate now paid all such 
officers for copying records or papers, and is 
generally agreed to be a fair and renumerative 
compensation for copying legal papers. 
_ Section 2, Be it further enacted by the author 
ity aforesaid, that said substantial copies of such 
records aforesaid and the copies or duplicates made 
therefrom, and filed in the clerk’s office as aforesaid 
and also certified copies or transcripts from either, 
authenticated by such owner or clerk, shall be ad. 
missible and as competent evidence in the courts of 
this state, as properly certified topies from the orig- 
imal records wouid have been under the law: had 
such records not been iost, stolen or mutilat« 4 

Section 3. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that in counties where any of such rec- 
ords have been or may be lost, stolen or mutilated, 
no person or company which shall be in pos-ession 
or having control, directly or indirectly, of sub- 
stantial cope: of such records, or engaged in fur- 
nishing for pay, abstracts of title to real estate as a 
business, shall be permitted to have access to or 
make copies from anyof the existing records ef- 
fecting titie to real estate in such county in futher- 
ance of said busin+ss, until such person or company 
shall permit the county commissioners or ordinary 
of such ccunty, asthe case may be, to have copics 
or duplicates of such lost, stolen or mutilated rec- 
ords made from the copics in possession or under 
control of such persons or company as provided in 
the first section of this act, and the courts shal! en- 
force this law by injunetion or other legal remedy, 

PREVENTING MONOPOLIES. 

It will be observed that the section numiber- 
ed three will prevent in case the bill becomes 
a law any person or persons from copying the 
records for the purpose of compiling an ab- 
stract. There issome objection to this section, 
ou the ground that if it becomes a law, in case 
the county records of any county are destroyed 
it will be impossible for the connty to ever 
replace them, the intentionand purposes of the 
section being to absolutely prevent any copies 
being made in the nmaed recorded, and un- 
less made in such manner, itis not likely that 
any will ever be made. 

Section 4. Beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that all laws and parts of laws in confli:t 
herewith, whether general orspecial in their nature, 
are hereby repealed. The intentionof the act being 
to repeal every right heretofore granted to aly per- 
son or companies with reference to examining and 
makine copies or abstracts from any of the records 
in the state effecting title to real estate withont the 
terms cesignating such rights, persons, Compernics, 
or the laws conferring such right. 

WILL IT PASS? | 

The bill was generally discussed yesterday’ 
where its introduction was known. it was 
generally agreed that the measure would meet 
with oppositon, on the idea thatit was setting 
a precedent that if not watched closely would 


become dangerous. The opponents of the bill 
took the position that the legislature had no 
right to set a value upon property it proposed 
to purchase. 

Phat it was well enough to say that fifteen 

cents was a proper rate to charge for copving 
legal paper, but it was a different sort of «ues- 
tion involved here. 
On the other hand, it was contended that 
the right of eminent domain, or something 
akin to it, was applicable here. That the po- 
session of these papers was absolutely neces 
sary to the public good and welfare, and if 
they could not be obtained by amicable adjust 
ment, the general assembly had a right to set 
& price upon them. 

A well known young lawyer remarked that 
the bill clearly struck at the abstract company. 
He declared that the state, if rights were talk- 
ed of, had a right to confiscate such records,on 
the ground of public good. He was regarded 
as an extremist by the crowd. 

A lively fight is expected over the bill wher 
it comes up. The senate referred the bill to 
the judiciary committee, and it will be some 
days before a report is made.

People flocked into the hotel to get a look at 
the man whe had dared accuse the eloquent 
Dr. Hawthorne of plagiarism. And they saw 
as handsome a man as their eyes ever rested 
upon. Mr. Benet is an admirable specimen of 
physical manhood. He is six feet tall, well pro- 
portioned, erect and graceful carriage. There 
are few better“examples anywhere to be found 
of meus sana in copore sano. The visitorsoon 
became the cynosure of all eyes. As soon as 
it became known that he was in the city prom- 
inent citizens called upen him to pay their re- 
spects. He was overwhelmed with attentions 
during his stay. Many of Atlanta’s leading 
men eagerly pressed forward to congratulate 
Mr. Benet -and to: assure him of the 
confidence and esteem in which he was held 
by @ large proportion of the best 
people of the city. His native modesty sus- 
tained a severe shock in being thus so unex- 
pectedly lionized. but he bore himself well. 
He did not exult in any real or fancied victory 
over his opponent, nor had he one harsh or 
bitter thing to say about the preacher who had 
so violently assailed him in the sacred _pul- 
pit. The temper displayed by Mr. Benet 
was so admirable as to elicit the praise of 
everyone who met him. Mr. Benet com- 
pletely captivated every person with whom he 
came in contact and made new friends by the 
scores. A proposition was made by some of 
his admirers to tender him a banquet if he 
would consent to remain in Atlanta over 
night, but this he courteously but firmly de- 


clined to do. He was deeply grateful, 
he said, for this evidence of con- 
tidence and friendliness, but an 


imperative call of business required him to go 
to Knoxville on the 6 o'clock evening train. 
Mr. Benet was pressed te make a visit to At- 
lanta during the Piedmont exposition, and he 
has consented to do so. He has not yet, how- 
ever, decided when he can come. 

WHY HE LEFT SCOTLAND. 

About. twenty years ago, then scarcely hav- 
ing reached his majority, young Benet came 
to America from his native land, He came 
not as on immigrant but a tourist, and a stu- 
dent. He had made friends with a numeer of 
the young men from the south, who were fel- 
low students with him in the Edingburgh 
university, and they asked him to visit them 
after his graduation. He caine to the south 
and visited Abbeville, 8S. C. His gen- 
tlemanly manners, genial disposi- 
tion and scholarly acquirements 
were incontinently recognized and appre- 
ciated by that intelligent and refined comimn- 
nity. He soon became attached to the daugh- 
ter ef Judge Samuel McGowan. His suit was 
approved by the young lady and her father, 
and Miss McGowan, the belle of Abbeville, 
was married to W. C. Benet, the brilliant 
young scholar from Scotland. Mr. Benet pur- 
chased an interestin the Abbeville Press and 
Banner. and was editor of that paper for sey- 
eral years. ‘Then he disposed of his newspa- 
per property and was admitted to the bar. 


Scon afterward he _ entered actively 
in politics and took a promi- 
nent part in. political canvasses of 1878 
and 1880. He made his mark as a stump 


speaker, and was in great request as a cam- 
paign orator. Four years ago, his name was 


mentioned in connection with the attorney-» 


generalship of the state, but he declined the 
»profered honer. Last year he was urged to be 
candidate {for cougressman{ from the third 
district and consented to make the race. His 
chances of success were excellent, when he 


voluntar.ty velinquished the candidacy in 
favor of lus friend Judge J. T. Cothran, who 


was triumphantly elected overthree powerful 
competitors, Frequently Mr. Benet has been 
asked to accept the nomination for places of 
honor and trust, but he has obdurately refused 
to accept office, preferring tojfollow his ehosen 
profession. 

WHAT MANNER OF MAN IS HE? 

Few young men in South Carolina stand 
higher than Mr. Benet does. gHe is the presi- 
dent of the South Carolina society, which is 
composed of the leading society men, and pro- 
fessional men, of the state; he is secretary of 
the state bar association; is chairman of the 
democratic executive committee of Abbeville 
county; isan honorary member of a number 
of literary societies. He hasthe entree into 
the best society in . Charleston, Columbia 
and elsewhere, in the state. His father-in-law 
is Judge Samuel McGowan, oneof the most 
eminent jurists in the south, who adorns a seat 


on the supreme bench. Mr. Benet’s family 
connections are also among the best. Asa 


scholar, it is doubtful whether he has a super- 
ior in the southern states. His culture 
is broad. me. we CG deep _ thinker, 
His abilities as a philologist have been recog- 
nized by such men as Richard Grant White, 
Edward 8. Joyner, George Frederick Holmes. 
Fis little book on *‘Americanisms”’ is esteemed 
as an exceptionally able work and has been 
commended and quoted by the best verbal 
critics of this country. Asa writer Mr. Benet 
is terse, idiomatic. nervous and pure. His style 
is stately, but not dull; crisp and sparkling, 
but not light and frivolous. As a controver- 


sailist it is iis boast that the 
never allows himsejf to lose’ his tem- 
per or to become vituperative or 


offensively personal, albeit he can flash the 
damascus blade of criticism with the most for’ 
midable antagonist. As a lawyer he has a high 
place. Asa religionist Mr. Benet is a high 
church Episcopalian, and wields no inconsider- 
able influenee in the eeclesiastical counsels of 
his state. This is a fair description of Dr. 
Hawthorne’s critic, and shows what manner of 
man he is. 
A SHORT TALK WITH MR. BENET. 

It was not easy for an interviewer to secure 
an audience with the distinguished visitor, not 
that he was disinclined to talk to newspaper 
men—for he is always accessible to members of 
the press—but because he was so beset with 
friends that he had scarcely a moment to spare.

A ROYAL RALLY. 
The Young Men at the City Court 
Room Last Night. 


SEVERAL RINGING SPEECHES MADE. 


Report of the Committee on Eseort— A Brief 
Sketch of Flve Excellent Speeches— 
The Feeling Which Prevails. 

Atlanta’s young men were out in force last 
night. 

When President Turnbull, of the Young 
Men’s Democratic League, called last night's 
meeting to order the city courtroom was well 
filled with the best known young men of the 
city. It was a gathering that would have 
honored any speaker. 

Withont preliminaries, Chairman Spalding, 
of the committee on escort, made a brief re- 
port about the committee’s work. ‘The work 
is progressing as rapidly asccould be expected,” 
hesaid. ‘The committee is in daily receipt of 
letters from all parts of the state which clear- 
ly show that the young men every where are 
heart and soul in this work. There seems to 
be more organizations outside of the city than 
in it, but that is largely due to the fact where 
but two or three companies are being formed 
in a small town, the men are thrown more 
closely together than im a big city.”’ 

“There is one point that I want to impress 
upon everybody, and that is, this is to be a 
democratic procession, and everybody is going 
to carry a torch—officers of the league, mem- 
bers of the eseort committee, everybody. All 
are to be on foot. Then, too, no uniform at 
allis required. This is left to the taste of 
each committee.”’ 

Mr. Spalding urged immediate organization, 
it being important that the committee should 
know just how many will be in line. 

THE FIRST SPEAKER 


‘introduced by President Turnbull was Hon. 


Clark Howell. 

He deemed it a privilege to take part in the 
meeting as well as the preparations to receive 
the nation’s president. e urged upon the 
young the benefits of organization that the 
principles for which the south had ever been 
tirm might be maintained. He believed that 
every young man in Georgia was proud of the 
deeds of our fathers. 

“T have traved quite extensively over some 
parts of Georgia,’’ he said, ‘and I find the 
greatest enthusiasm everywhere. It‘is the de- 
sire of the young men in all parts of the state 
that this parade be the biggest thing of its kind 
ever seen in the south, and they are all going 
to help make it so.’’ 

MR. HENRY RICHARDSON 
was next presented by the president. 

His theme was the importance of the young 
man in politics. In associations like the 
Young Men’s League he saw much good. They 
will certainly have an effect in the future. The 
importance of these organizations could 
scarcely be overestimated. One of the fanits 
of a state of affairs, where all people think 
alike, is the consequent and seemingly neces- 
sary neglect of political questions. An active 
interest in public affairs is necessary to the 
preservation of free institutions. 

There is a difference between the conditions 
and circumstances surrounding the young man 
of forty years ago and the young man of today. 
Then they were trained to politics and the re- 
sult is seen in the prominence which Calhoun, 
Hayne, Clay, Toombs, Stephens, Brown, Hill, 
and others} attained when searcely out of their 
twenties. The young man of today must take 
an active interest in politics. He must know 
the whole conneey Cherishing his state, he 
must Jook liberally and bravely and nobly to 
the entire union. 

MR. HOOPER ALEXANDER 

urged that every man join hands in preparing 
to tender a hospitality such asis due “‘the 
most august person this world contains.”” He 
will come to us as the chesen ruler of sixty 
million free men. As this public position is 
exalted, so is his private position—a character 
unimpeachable, a record of which any man 
might feel proud. 

A magnificent weleome is promised him. 
The magnificent reception of a few short 
months ago, tendered as it was toone dear to 
the southetn heart, was recalled. It was a 
testimonial before all the world of the loyal 
love which Georgians felt toward their old 
leader, but it did not detract one jot or tittle 
from their love for the government—the best 
government the world ever saw. 

‘‘We will give sincere proof of our support 
to the union, and we will show the world that 
brave people can’t make false promises.”’ The 
reception tendered ex-President Hayes by the 
people of Georgia was contrasted with the dis- 
graceful scenes in West Virginia, and the dis- 
graceful threats from the west. 

m@‘* When the president and his party reaches 
the Georgia line he must find the latch string 
out and he will find here a welcome which will 
make all others seem poor beside it.” 
e COLONEL ALBERT COX, 
who is, and always will be, ‘‘cne of the boys,” 
spoke eloquently of the gallant work of the 
young men of Georgia in redeeming the state 
to the democratic party. It was done through 
undivided loyalty to the democratic party, a 
royal work in which the old whig worked by 
the side of the young democrat, one in which, 
for the good of the country, those brought up 
as whigs laid aside their traditions and party 
prejudices. Together they fought against a 
common enemy, fthe republican party. 
The democratic party is a national 
party, and Cleveland, the head of 
the party, comes as the representative of 
a re-united country, re-United States. Heisa 
representative of the new order of things, not 
in the south alone, but in the whole country. 
His is the only national party. ‘‘He will see 
here a patriotism broader than the old pas- 
sions, high as the heaven, wide as the whole 
country.’’ He concluded by urging thorough 
organization and hard work. 

FROM AUGUSTA. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Cox’s remarks, 
Mr. Howell called attention to the presence of 
a gentleman from a city which had taken 
probably more interest in the parade than any 
city in the state. He alluded to Hon. Martin 
V. Calvin, of Augusta. 

Mr. Calvin was called for and responded in a 
happy manner, dwelling particularly upon the 
old order of stump speaking and the good ef- 
fect upon the young men. He knew of both 
methods, having been a spectator of and par- 
ticipant in the political celebrations of both 
the old and the new south. He referred tothe 
ideas advanced ~ § Mr. Richardson, and set- 
onded them most heartily. 

All of the speakers met with a hearty re- 
ception, each being frequently interrupted by 
applause. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Calvin’s remarks, 
a hearty vote of thanks was tendered the 
speakers and the meeting adjourned.

Mr. Wolff, of New York, Thinks 
Certain Interest Should be Paid, 


AND NOBODY DOUBTS THAT FACT, 


The History of a Series of Georgia Bonds— 
Why There is a Delay in the Pay- 
ment of Six Month's Interest. 


Mr. Frederick Wolffe, of No. 87 West 57th 
Street, New York, was a caller at the execu- 
tive office yesterday morning. 

Mr. Wolffe was a former resident of Ala- 
bama, who made a large fortune in that state, 
afterwards removing to New York where he 
became prominent in financial circles. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Wolffe was 
the purchaser of the entire issue of the 44 per 
cent bonds made by the state of Georgia a few 
years ago. Mr. Wolffe took the entire issue 
off the state’s hands at a fraction above par, 
and well authenticated rumors, from time to 
time, have informed the people of Georgia 
thata considerable number of these bonds 
have been sold at prices largely in excess of 
what Mr. Wolffe gave forthem. But ghbat 
circumstance indicates simply that Geofgia 
bonds are exceedingly good securities, and Mr, 
Wolffe knew a on thing when he saw it. 

MR. WOLLFE WITH THE GOVERNOR. 
* Mr, Wollfe arrived in Atlanta Monday night 
by the Air Line, and spent yesterday in the 
city. He was en route to Alabama, and only 
stayed long enough to call upon the governor 
and inform him that the failure of the state to 
meet the interest on $279,000 worth of bonds 
was likely to injure its creditin New York,and 
in other markets of the world. 
THE MATTER EXPLAINED. 

In order to properly explain the matter, it 
is necessary to go back as far as 1856. 

In that year the state of Georgia subscribed 
to 1,800 shares of the stock of the Atlantic 
and Gulf railroad, a part of of which it paid 
in cash, and the rest in bonds. The bonds were 
issued in series, as follows: February Ist, 1858, 
$100,000 were issued due February Ist, 1878: 
February Ist, 1859, $100,000 were issued due 
February Ist, 1879; August,ist, 1859, $100,000 
were issued due August Ist, 1379—of this series 
the last coupon was detached, for the reason 
that will appear later, and the last six months 
interest was met by special enactment of the 
legislature. February ist, 1860, $150,000 were 
issued, due February Ist, 1580; August Ist, 
1860, $50,000 were issued, due August Ist, 1580 


“—of this series no — was attached, and 


the legislature effected payment of last six 
months interest by special enactment. Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1861, $100,000 was issued, due Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1881; August Ist, 1566, $21,000 were 
issued, due August Ist, 1886, no coupon being 
attached for last six months interest: the 
bonds were presented at the treasury and at 
the state agency in New York,and the treasurer 
refused to pay the interest for the reason that 
there was no coupon, and he would have no 
youchers to show for the warrant he would 
wat, if he slroti?é pay the interest. On Ang- 
ust Ist, 1867, $79,000 were issued,due August 
Ist; 1887, ‘dad there being no coupon, the treas- 
urer treated them in the same way as he did 
the series vf 1868. 
HOW IT ALL AROSE. 

The matter,: then, is simply this. There 
were $300,000 worth of bonds of the Atlantic 
and Gulf series, with only thirty-nine coupons, 
when there should have been forty coupons, on 
each bond, outstanding; $21,000 were retired 
by the treasurer by exchange, leaving $279,000 
outstanding, upon which the last. six months’ 
interest is due and has not been paid. 

W hen the state decided to make the original 
issue, in 1856,all the bonds were engraved. 
The first coupon was an August coupon, and 
the last one on each bond was a February conu- 
pon. But the bonds were not all issued at the 
same time. 

Whenever they were called for on payment 
of subscription in January or February, every- 
thing worked right, the bond being dated on 
the Ist of that month; and that made the last 
coupon a February one. When, however, 
they were called for in August, the bonds 
were obliged to be dated then, the first coupon 
past due was detached, and, consequently, 
when the bonds came to fall due, there was no 
coupon to represent the interest from Febru- 
ary to August of the last year. 

Each bond being for twenty years, each had 
forty coupons; when they were taken in 
August, coupon number one having matured, 
was detached by Governor Jenkins, and the 
bond with only thirty-nine coupons was issued. 
The result is that the state owes the bondhold- 
ers six months interest not represented by the 
fortieth coupon. 

WHAT TREASURER HARDEMAN SAYS, 

Treasurer Hardeman said yesterday that 
there was not the least doubt in the world that 
the state owed the last six months interest. 
The similar circumstances had arisen twice 
before in the same series, and the general as- 
sembly had paid the interest by special enact- 
ment. 
tm ‘‘I§recognize the justice of the plea, but I 
cannot pay it without a voucher. 
If there was a coupon there, it would 
be all right, butin the absence of a coupon, I 
must wait fora law to justify me in paying it. 
When the matter arose last year, I called the 
governor’s attention to it, and he laid it before 
the general assembly; it was postponed last 
winter until the legislature adjourned. The 
matter is now before the finance commiittee, 
and I have no doubt that before many days the 
proper act will be passed.”’ 

DOES IT EFFECT OUR CREDIT? 

‘Mr. Wolffe told the governor this morning 
that the delay in paying interest was_ hurting 
thé state’s credit,’ the reporter said to the 
treasurer. 

“Well, I would not be atall surprised. Clews 
has foralong time been trying to injure the 
credit of the state, and Iam informed that he 
holds some of these bonds. If he does, why 
it gives him an opportunity to say that Geor- 
gia not only repudiated bonds in the past, but 
is doing so right now. With the matter unex- 
plained, itis a vey plausible sort of state- 
ment,’’ he answered. 

“This circumstance, in my opinion, has had 
something to do with the recent decline in 44 
percents. Six months ago they were selling 
at 107 and a fraction, and now you can buy 
them for 105 flat,in New York. Of course, 
the legislature intends to pay this interest, for 
the best of reasons, because the state honestly 
owes it; but itis very likely that the bonds 
have been affected oe the delay. There is 
nothing so sensitive as money, and a circum-

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DIED ON A TRAIN. 


A Presbyterian Minister Found 
Dead In His Seat. 


REV, DONALD FRASER’S SAD DEATH. 


He Leaves Florida in Apparently Good 
Health and is Taken to Decatur, 
Georgia; Dead. 


The East Tennesse passenger train which 
reached Atlanta yesterday morning at seven 
o’clook and twenty minutes, from the south, 
brought in a Presbyterian minister who had 
died on the train during the night’s ride from 
Brunswick to Atlanta. 

The minister was the Rey, Dr. Donald Fraser, 


of Decatur. 

Just at what point the doetor died is un- 
known, as he had been dead some time when 
the discovery was made. 

Something over a month ago Dr. Fraser left 
his home in Decatur for a visit to relatives in 
Liberty county, this state, and in Florida. The 
rest from his work and the change in climate 
and scenes benefitted him greatly, and 
on Monday morning he started from 
Jacksonville in as fine health as he 
ever. enjoyed in his life. That night 
he reached Jesup, and while the coach in 
which he was riding, the ladies’ car, was be- 
ing switched to an Atlanta train, walked 
about the depot a8 buoyantly and actively asa 
man much younger could have done. He was 
apparently in perfect health, and as the train 
started out he settled himself for an all-night 
ride. The doctor occupied the last seat in the 
rear of the coach, ahd in order to make him- 
self comfortable, turned the seat in front. The 
two seats gave the gentleman an abundance 
of room in which to make himself easy and he 
soon fell into a sleep. 

Mr. Richard Harris was conductor of the 
train, and when he passed through the coach 
the minister handed him the return coupon of 
a round-trip ticket, at the same time passing a 
few rang words. Later in the night, as 
Conductor Harris was passing the seat, he no- 
ticed that Dr. Fraser was resting with his 
knees upon the floor and his head upon the 
seat in front of him. The position was a -pecu- 
liarly singular one to the conductor, but it ap- 
pearedeasy. The gentleman was sound asleep, 
apparently, and upon each trip through the 
car Conductor Harris glanced at him. 

Just before the train reached Flovilla day 
broke, and the minister was still kneeling by 
the seat in the same position as when he was 
firstnoticed. The ride had boen a long, hard 
one, and Conductor Harris began to wonder 
how the old gentleman could sleep so soundly. 
The more he thought of it the more peculiar it 
appeared. Finally a feeling of uneasiness 
about the passenger came over the conductor; 
and as the train was pulling up for Flovilla he 
decided to awake the gentleman. As he 
reached the seat and looked down upon the 
kneeling old man, something caused him to 
think he was gazing upon the dead. Slowly, 
and with a fast beating heart, the conductor 
laid his hand upon the gray head. There was 
no response to the touch, and a gentle shake 
followed, but with no better success. This 
almost satisfied the conductor that the old 
gentleman was dead, and placing a hand on 
either side of the head, raised it gently. There 
was-no resistance, and when the hands were 
removed the head dropped back upon the seat 
again. Bending over, the conductor made an 
examination and found that life was extinct. 
He then called some passengers to assist him, 
and laid the body out on the two seats. 

Conductor Harris did not know who his dead 
passenger was, but from papers found in his 

ockets ascertained who he was and where he 

velonged. A telegram was scnt to Mr, 
Barnes, the superintendent of the road, and 
in a short time quite a number of the old min- 
ister’s friends had been advised of the sad 
event. Some one then went to Decatur and 
informed the family, while others went to the 
Short Line depot to receive the body. Under- 
taker Patterson was summoned and when the 
train came toa halt the body was taken out 
and transferred to the undertaking rooms on 
Loyd street. The old gentleman’s face, hands 
and neck had turned almost purple, and while 
the undertaker was bringing back the natural 
color Coroner Haynes was holding an inquest. 
Conductor Harris’s testimony told the story 
He said: 

“T noticed the peculiar condition in which 
the old gentleman had placed himself every 
time I went though the train. Finally I be- 
came uneasy about him, because he did not 
seem to change, and when I reached Flovilla, 
went up to the seat to see. 

“IT stopped and looked at the kneeling form 
of the old manfand suddenly, without any ap- 
parent cause, there flashed through my mind 
the thought: ‘That man is dead.’ I[ laid m 
hand upon his shoulder and lifting his head 
saw that one of my passengers had reached 
the end of life’s journey. From his ticket I 
learned his name, and i telegraphed the facts 
to the superintendent M Atlanta.” 

The purple colorin the face and neck, to- 
gether with other indications induced the coun- 
ty physician, Dr. Westmoreland, to believe that 
heart disehse had caused the death, and a ver- 
dict to that effect wd$ rendered. After the in- 
quest the body was placed ina handsome 
casket, and latein the afternoon taken to De- 
catur The funeral will take place in the De- 
catur Presbyterian church this afternoon at 
half past three o’clock, and the remains will 
be interred in the cemetery at that place. A 
train will leave the union depot at 2:45 this 
afternoon. 

Dr. Fraser was about fifty-five years of age 
and was born in Liberty county, Georgia, 
where he married a Miss Cassills, who died. 
Later in life he married a Florida lady who 
survives him. He leaves two sons and a daugh- 
ter. One of his sons is pastor of the Marietta 
Presbyterian church. The doctor was a pro- 
fessor in the Oglethorpe college in 1870, and 
went to Decatur in 1872.
